The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred the bill 
(H. R. 6869) for the relief of Wong Yang Yee and Wong Sue Chee, 


REPORT 


[To accompany H. R. 6869! 


having considered the same, reports favorably thereon without amend- 
ment and recommends that the bill do pass. 


PURPOSE OF THE BILL 


The purpose of the bill is to grant to the minor Chinese children of a 
United States citizen the status of nonquota immigrants which is the 
status normally enjoyed by the alien minor children of United States 
citizens. 

STATEMENT OF FACTS 


The beneficiaries of the bill were born in China on June 20, 1932, and 
January 1, 1937, respectively. Their father is a citizen of the United 
States. The mother is eligible to enter the United States as a non- 
quota immigrant as the wife of a United States citizen. 

Congressman Hal Holmes, the author of the bill, submitted to the 
Committee on the Judiciary of the House of Representatives the 
following information in connection with the bill:

Dear Mr. CuarrMan: Eddie Huie is a naturalized citizen whose name before 
his naturalization was Wong Wing. I have known him for many years and have 
found him to be a man of high character, of fine standing in the community and 
one who actively participates in the civie welfare of his home city, Ellensburg, 
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Wash. He is manager of the New York Cafe in Ellensburg, Wash., of which he 
is part owner, and also, he is interested in restaurant business in Yakima, Wash, 

Eddie Huie came to this country in 1921 and has lived in this country since 
that time except for trips back to China to visit. On one of his trips to China, 
he was married and four children were born of this marriage. The oldest, a son 
however is too old to come under the provisions of this proposed measure and 
the youngest, a daughter, died when about a year old. Thus, this measure will 
provide authority under which the two minor children may be brought to this 
country. The wife of Eddie Huie, presently residing in Hong Kong, is now 
completing final arrangements to come to the United States to join her husband. 
It is their most earnest desire that their two children, Wong Yan Yee, a son, and 
Wong Sue Chee, a daughter, be permitted to come to the United States to reside 
with them and continue and complete their education in this country. 

Mr. Huie is well able financially to care for his family and naturally desires 
that they be with him in Ellensburg, Wash. Your favorable action on this 
measure will bring together a family that I am sure will prove to be a great credit 
to the community.

AFFIDAVIT 
STATE OF WASHINGTON, 
County of Yakima, ss: 

Eddie Huie, being first duly sworn, on oath deposes and says: 

That he is a citizen of the United States and a resident of Kittitas County, 
Wash., and makes this affidavit in support of a House bill for the admission to 
the United States of the affiant’s two minor children and avers as follows: 

That your affiant is a naturalized citizen of the United States, receiving his 
naturalization in the Superior Court of the State of Washington in and for Kittitas 
County at Ellensburg, Wash., October 24, 1947, being Naturalization Certificate 
No. 6440083. That formerly your affiant’s name was Wong Wing. That at 
the naturalization hearing his name was changed to Eddie Huie. 

That your affiant lawfully entered the United States at San Francisco, Calif., 
on May 22, 1921. That since entering the United States your affiant has made 
four trips to China; and on one of these trips he married Hoy Fay Fong, said 
marriage taking place on November 16, 1926. That as a result of this marriage, 
four children were born: Wong Yan Poy, a son, born September 28, 1927; Wong 
Yan Yee, a son, born June 20, 1932; Wong Sue Chee, a daughter, born January 1, 
1937; and Wong Yam Foon, a daughter, born October 7, 1950, but who passed 
away in September of 1951. 

That the oldest child, Wong Yan Poy, is now over the age of 21 years. That 
the other two children are residing with their mother, your affiant’s wife, in Hong 
Kong but that she is now completing final arrangements to come to the United 
States to reside with your affiant as she is legally entitled to do, and as a result 
thereof said children will be residing alone in Hong Kong. 

That affiant has been supporting his family from the returns of certain prop- 
erties in Hong Kong and money forwarded from the United States. That the 
returns from the Hong Kong properties are becoming very uncertain due to in- 
flation and the possibility of Communist invasion. That conditions in Hong 
Kong, due to the Communists’ actions, are very uncertain and your affiant, not 
only is in fear of the health, welfare, and safety of his children, but is in fear of 
being unable to care for them financially due to the international condition. 
That your affiant desires to have all of his family together within the United 
Wtates to reside withh im and to see that his children may continue and complete 
their education; and he would, as well, like to have the companionship and love 
of his children, of which he has been long deprived. 

That your affiant is financially able and capable of properly supporting and 
caring for said children and giving them an education. That at the present 
time he is a partner in the New York Cafe at Ellensburg, Wash., the Golden 
Wheel Restaurant at Yakima, Wash., and the Yakiman at Yakima, Wash.; all 
of which are first-class restaurants, except the Yakiman, which is a combination 
restaurant and cocktail lounge. That he is manager of the New York Cafe at 
Ellensburg, Wash. 

That at the present time your affiant is the owner of 50 shares of Chicago 
Northwest Railway Co. stock; 100 shares of Pan American World Airways; 
that he is the owner of $10,000 worth of United States Treasury bonds; $1,200 
of United States Defense bonds; that he carries $10,000 life insurance upon his 
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life; and that he has an investment in excess of $12,000 in the various restaurants 
above referred to. 

Though your affiant does not own a home at the present time, he is making 
arrangements for such a home but which arrangements must wait a decision as to 
size until he receives word as to the size of his family that will be residing with him. 

That your affiant has never been arrested for any trouble and believes that he 
has at the present time become very well known in the community in which he 
is living. 

That your affiant, in support of this affidavit, attaches letters from certain 
respected citizens of his community; and such other information as shall be perti- 
nent to your affiant’s financial condition; and your affiant is willing to immediately 
furnish any other information that may be necessary.

Eddie came here in 1921 and became an American citizen in October 1947.
